July 12, 1536 
Wickiup Lake Trip 


At the regular meeting of the Club Friday, July 10, there was moh dis- 
cussion concerning a trip for Sunday. ‘There were numbeous suegestions, but 
there was only one supporter for any one suggestion and adjourment time came 
without any decision. Chief Guide, Horton, then called for volunteers to 
accompany him on a hunt for Wickiup Lake, a place apparently passed up by the 
Club in the past. Three volunteers were recruited for the exploration, John 
Cornilson, Arthur Stangland, and Charles Hustwick. 


Before Sunday morning, both John and the chief guide secured some meager 
information as to the route so the party did not need to start out altogether 
blind. Charlie had seen the lake, but had gone by way of Svensm, We were 
going in from the weste 


About 6:00 O'clock Sunday the writer pieked up the other three members 
of the party and a guest, Wm Crane, Jr. and proceeded out the Nehalem Road 
to a point about 1 mile beyond Camp Boyington where we abondoned the care 
The CCC road over which we were to travel was barred by a substantial steel 
gate and lock big enough for the “hoosgow". After a couple miles mostly down 
grade hiking along this road, most of which had at one time been a railroad 
grade, we crossed the north fork of the Klatskanine River where we stopped for 
a short rest and replenishing of the water supply. From this point on, the 
road led upward continually and John's shirt soon came off. Although the sky 
was largely clouded and prospects for rain appeared good, the air was warm 
and was really an ideal day for hikinge A half mile up the grade, a good 
excuse to rest developed when someone discovered wild blackberries and huckle- 
berries along the roadside. During the next half hour the expedition progressed 
only with difficulty. | 


A fow elk and deer trails had been seen along the road and the Chief 
Guide had his eye wandering around for big game. After awhile a heré of about 
15 elk including one calf was sighted a couple hundred yar@d ahead. ie watched 
them for some time before they appeared to see us and moved somowhat leisurely 
over the ridge. A short time later we sighted part of the herd again. For 
a half miié or so the road was a solid mass of elk tracks, apparently the site 
of the Elks co;vention. One deer was sighted a short distance from the roade 


At 11:00 A.M. we reached the end of the road and we knew we had missed 
the trail to the lake. After skinning a couple oranges, opening a box of 
 paisins, and checkirg our location on the map we retraced about a thousand 
steps to the Ne fork of the N, famk of the Klatskanine River. Here we ‘ound 
a@ good trail although it is not readily seen ‘rom the road. A few minutes 
up the trail Art began talking about mecting bears and how fast he would be 
able to iwnake tracks, when presently Charlie and Bill who had been lagging 
behind a short distance came running up breathless. Art was on the verge 
of demonstrating his track making ability when it was explained by Charlie 
anb Bill that they had been too heartily greeted by three yellow jackets.

About 3/4 miles of trail was over logged off tinber and the noxt 3A 
mile through heavy timber. Many wind falle had been across the trail, but 
were cut out making very nice travelinge The lake is quite large, but 
apparently shallow over much of the area so that weeds and brush covered the 
surfaces The area of onen water which is quite deep is approximately 150ft. 
long and 100 ft. wide and provided with a raft and good log docks 


Over two hours were spent in making coffee, lunching, admiring the 
scenery, boating, ete. The ¢.G& had a vision of hucklcberry pie and to 
materialize the vision brough back the coffee can filled with the fruit baal di 

Was so plentiful about the lake. 


She return trip was sade without serious difficulty or exeétthe ine 
cidents.. A lengthy stop was made at the Klatsxanine River bridge to drink, 
finish lunch, and for Art to recuperate sufficiently to make the grade back 
to the car, his shirt tail was already out all the way around. It really was 
some relief to see the car againe The party consisted of Wm. Crane, Jr. bene 
John Cornilson, Charles Hustwick, Arthur Stangland, Ralph Horton.
